"It Is part of their religion, though, and 


if any attempt were made to stop it I be- 
lieve there would be bloodshed. The dance 
takes place once in two years. Prepara- 
tions were made feeveral weeks before it 
came off, and I Uas as anxious; to be a 
spectator as they- were. A stranger or 
wilder ceremony I rtever saw. I hope-I 
shall never see it a^aia. The dance took 
place ;ust before sundown, and I got up on 
a high ledge where I could get a good view. 
The space allowed for the dancers'was not 
large, and was inclosed. Fifteen flne look- 
ing: Indiana1 began to walk rather slowly at 
Hrst nroundj a huge stone in the center of 
the inclosure. They were almost naked, 
and every pjirt of their nodies, even to their 
feet, was sirjeared with, a red and green 
p^tint. Each man had a fox's scalp dang- 
lipg from hb waist, and in each hand car- ' 
ripd a rattle made of a gourd. Hoofs o* '

After the men had yelled till they were 
hoarse, and had made themselves tire4 
with stamping on the ground, flfdy more 
painted; redskins came rushing down n bill, 
filed into the inclofeure, and then began 
such a tumnlt as J never want to hear 
n^rain.
